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NASMUCH AS COLLECTORS of early American furniture already are fully 
I aware of the importance of the collection formed by the authors of 
Colonial Furniture in America, it would be trite for us to attempt here a 
re-statement of this fact. Consequently this introduction will be confined to a 
brief survey of that portion of the collection which we are privileged to 
offer at this time and which comprises the contents of ‘MEADOWREACH’, 


Mr and Mrs Lockwood’s residence at Riverside, Conn. 


The furniture (if we exclude the more exuberant rococo types) provides a 
study of furniture design in this country from the time of the pilgrims to the 
beginning of the nineteenth century. Particularly is this true of the chairs, 
which comprise nearly all the familiar types. To most of us, seventeenth 
century America is almost as remote as ancient Rome. Consequently it is with 
something of the same feeling of awe that we approach objects used by the 
first American colonists. The Nicholas Disbrowe oak and pine desk box is 
an example. It was made by the first recorded American cabinetmaker, and 
is carved in a manner that testifies to the strength of the Elizabethan tradi- 
tion. The richly inlaid tambour desk, made some one hundred and fifty years 
later, makes an appeal of another sort for it represents a mode of life whose 
pattern is more familiar to us. The work of a Philadelphia or Baltimore 
craftsman in the approved Hepplewhite manner, it typifies American cabinet- 
making brought to a degree of excellence unsurpassed in later years. These 
two objects may be said to mark the boundaries between which lies the whole 
story of the development of the art in this country, each stage of which is 


represented by rare pieces in the collection with special emphasis upon the 


William and Mary and Queen Anne periods. 


In addition to the furniture there are rare American prints and drawings, 
English and American needlework pictures and samplers, and English 


ceramics.
